When nearly three centuries ago the 
s first settlers came to the country which 
f has now become this great republic 
they confronted not only hardship and 
‘ privation, but terrible risk to their 
1; lives. In those grim years the custom 
n grew of setting apart one day in each 
. year for a special service of thanksgiv- 
. ing to the Almighty for preserving the 
II people through the changing seasons. 

The custom has now become national 
t and hallowed by immemorial usage. 

We live in easier and more plentiful 
y time than our forefathers, the men 
n who wfth rugged strength faced the 
v rugged days; and yet the dangers to 
national life are quite as great now as 
r at lyiy previous time in our history. It 
t is eminently fitting that once a year 
r our people should set apart a day for 
,• peaise and thanksgiving to the Giver 
e oC^Good, and. «t the same time that 
? thdy express their thankfulness for the 
. abundent mercies received, should man¬ 
fully aeknoledge their shortcomings 
and pledge themselves, solemnly and in j 
faith, to strive to overcome them.

I ers. —A statement has been issued by 
State Superintendent of Schools James 
H. Fuqua, that the county superintend¬ 
ents over the State will not be per¬ 
mitted to issue special license to teach¬ 
ers. In 1904 there were many schools 
I in the various counties without teach- 
| ers and it was decided by the State 
authorities to Issue special license to 
persons desiring to teach, thereby fill- 1 
ing the vacancies caused by the scarcity | 
| of‘ the regularly licensed teachers. 

I The order was made last year giving 
many persons without certificates au¬ 
thority to teach in the common schools. 
There are us many vacancies this year 
as there were last year but superintend¬ 
ents refuse to permit persons without 
certificates to beach. Mr. Fuqua thinks 
the scarcity of teachers is due to the j 
.poor pay they receive from the State. 
There will be one thousand schools in 
the State without teachers.

The Hitches Floor. 

Unless tbe kitchen floor Is badly In 
need of scrubbing tbe boards can be 
nicely whitened by a less laborious 
process which entails uo work on one'* 
knees.

Root Thtr Mny Re Seemred at Little 


Many persons ure hindered from tak- 
,lng out copyrights which might be of 
great benefit lo them ou books, plays, 
songs, maps, engravings, lithographs, 
photographs and art works because of 
tbe fees charged by lawyers. It Is very 
easy to take out a copyright, and it 
costa but GO cents or a dollar If a du¬ 
plicate of it Is desired. 

The first thing to do Is to have two 
printed title pages of a bank or play 
prepared. These mny be typewritten, 
but must not be sent In'handwriting. 
Two s]>e<-imeus must be prepared ex¬ 
actly alike iu all cn*-cs except a photo 
graph of a statue, when one Is enough. 
) Then write to the librarian of congress, 
copyright department. Washington, 
and ask him to please forward you 
some application blanks for copyright. 
They will Is? promptly sent. Head one 
over several times to be sure of all the 
places to be filled lu. thou write In the 
spaces which are prepared ami clearly 
Indicated that you wish a copyright, 
stating what yon wish copyrighted, 
sign your name In all the designated 
places. Inclose a l»>slnl order for^GO 


cents nnd the two copies of whatever 
you wish copyrighted and address It 
according to the .-Icnr Instructions. 

In case It Is a printed book two copies 
art* sent, but It must lie n book printed 
from tyi>e set up In the United States. 
If the Ixiojt or play Is not yet printed 
and the title Is to ho copyrighted, two 
copies of tbe complete txxik should be 
sent when completed. 

There Is no need of a lawyer to en¬ 
able any one to obtain a copyright. 


Mow to Cook Rice. 

Physicians and others who have eflt- 
en rice cooked by a Hindoo, a China¬ 
man or a southern darky must have re¬ 
marked the difference between the re¬ 
sults obtained by these artists nnd 
those of the benighted cooks of the 
north, says the Medical World.

Steers In 

The Feed Lot 



As soon as the pastures begiu to be 
insufficient to keep tbe steers making 
steady gains supplemental feeding 
ought to begin, qo matter bow early in 
the season this happens, writes Pro¬ 
fessor Thomas Shaw in American Agri¬ 
culturist. tonally wheu there Is plenty 
of grass, even though it is somewhat 
dry. It Is not necessary to feed grain 
other than what Is found in corn, sor¬ 
ghum or corn silage, these being well 
matured; also Kaffir com. For a time, 
and, in fact, until near the time when 
the steers are confined in tbe feed lots, 
there Is no better way. of feeding this 
food thnn by drawing it dally and 
strewing It over a posture that is to lie 
broken up that season or the following. 
This is an easy way of feeding. It ma¬ 
nures the land if thrown on a fresh 
place every time. And If a few swine 
can have aivess to the same land any 
grain that would otherwise be wasted 
Is picked up. If the steers nre to be 
pushed on in tbe fall and sold In the 
early winter It may be necessary to 
add shelled corn or other grain fed lu 
boxes. 

Good com silage pomes In nicely as 
soon us the steers are confined to the 
feed lot. Of course It may lie fed 
Her, but It Is not very often tlint it can 
'be spared for such fee ling. When fod¬ 
der. stover, shock com. sorghum and 
Kaffir corn are to be fed tbe earlier that 
these can be fed wheu sufficiently ma¬ 
tured tbe greater relatively Is the bene¬ 
fit obtained from feeding them. Corn 
silage, on the other hand, should be 
about as good a year hence as when 
first made. By the time that the 
steers are confined to tbe paddocks or 
feed lots they are ready for going on 
heavy grain feed. Tbe fodder i may be 
com or sorgbuin or bay, the com being 
fed ns desired. 

Protection from cold rains and damp, 
cold frosts cannot be too highly empha¬ 
sized. When winter sets in the weather 
Is more steady. The animals are accus¬ 
tomed to the cold. But when tbe cold 
first comes and especially when accom¬ 
panied by cold rains they suffer severe-
